The various definitions of the invention given in independent Claims 1 , 62, 72, 74, 76 
and 77 are such that the claims as a whole are not clear and concise, contrary to Article 
6 PCT. The claims should be recast to include only the minimum necessary number of 
independent claims in any one category, with dependent claims as appropriate (Rule 
6.4(a)-(c) PCT). 

In the present case it is considered appropriate to use only one independent claim in 
any category, with dependencies of claims clearly defined, see in this regard also Rule 
6.4 PCT. 

The various features of the independent claims and their distributions, are so different 
that doubts remain for the reader on which are the features essential for the 
performance of the system/method for which protection will be sought. 

In particular, the separate independent claiming of the system as a whole and the 
network computer system for use with the system as a whole and the corresponding 
methods appears not appropriate and " unconcise " in the present case. 

Furthermore, insofar as the present text can be understood, the subject-matter of 
above independent Claims does not involve an inventive step, and therefore does not 
satisfy the criterion set forth in Article 33(3) PCT. 

The subject-matter of independent claims appears to be directed to a system/method 
for collecting maintaining and retrieving medical data adopting the technique

passages of D1 , cf. for example, in particular, D1 : II. SUMMARY on column 14. 

Dependent claims do not contain any features which, in combination with the features 
of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of 
inventive step being considered obvious operational features of a system as the one 
known from D1 .
